TRAFFIC SPEEDS. 


At first thought, fourteen miles 
an hour, which is the maximum av- 
00 erage speed of vehicles on Manhat- 
tan avenues, as reported by Mayor 
WALKER’S. experts, might seem 
rather slow, but it would be danger- 
ous to take that figure as the text 
for another sérmon on the evils of 
congestion: To be sure, speeds are 
officially permitted as high as twen- 
ty miles an hour, and even that limit 
is widely disregarded, by police and 
public alike. But where traffic is 
controlled, average. speed is neces- 
sarily curtailed. Some years ago the 
Regional ‘Plan Committee undertook 
a technical study of this subject. 
Engineers were called in to deter- 
mine ayerage distances between 
cars at various speeds, and to esti- 
mate how quickly they stopped and 
started. They concluded that the 
maximum capacity of a typical traf- 
fic lane on Fifth Avenue, for exam- 
ple, was reached at a point where 
the average velocity, including traf- 
fic stops, was only about eleven 
miles an hour. Their charts brought 
out the fact that beyond a certain 
point car-mile capacity increased 
much more slowly than speed. 

In this case fourteen miles an 
hour. is ‘not ‘the average but the 
maximum. We are told that “ speeds 





“on Manhattan avepues range from 
“nine to fourteen miles an hour.” 
Moreover the tests were made in 
Spring when, except during the rush 
hour, congestion is usually not so 
great as in Fall and Winter months. 
The engineers themselves say that 
“tests during the Winter months 

“ would in many instances show low- 

“ered speed.” Another significant 
feature of the tests is the way they 
brought out the comparative slug- 
gishness of crosstown traffic. It 
moves on an average of eight miles 
an hour, and less than that in the 
midtown section. ‘Here is a problem 
that. the city’s ‘traffic authorities 
have not solved, except in the thea- 
tre district at night. Then, with 
parking abolished and special rules 
enforced, there has been consider- 
able improvement. In the daytime, 
and particularly on Saturday after- 
noons, when matinees are in order, 
the congestion in the Forties is 
atrocious. When automobiles crawl

However, New Engiland’s ratio of 
loss. has undoubtedly been heavier 
than elsewhere, and when we. are 
told‘that over a period of two years 
no less’ than 30,000. workers were 
laid off in the cotton, woolen and 
shoe industries we have a fact that 
cannot be entirely explained away 
by optimistic mentality. 

The issue is whether compar‘son 
is with New England at: flood or at 
ebb. Her industry is not so well off 
as in her best days, but is just as 
plainly on the mend. The readjust- 
meént to post-war conditions, chief 
among them to Southern competi- 
tion, has made progress. The proc- 
ess of self-examination to which 
New England has subjected herself 
and in which the Labor Congress 
is one incident has begun to bring 
results. External conditions are 
more favorable: Manchester, N. H., 
has suffered with Manchester, Eng- 
land, from the double revolution in 
textile fashions—the abbreviation of 
women’s clothes and. the - swing 
away from cotton to silk. But for 
some time cotton has been coming 
back and now the gowns are once 
more trailing the ground. ‘There 
are signs in the country of a.return 
from the luxury buying of flush 
times’ to the necessaries of sober 
times. 


THE INFERIOR COURTS. 


Much has been heard in this city 
campaign. of candidates for the Su- 
preme Court and for General Ses- 
sions, as also about the County 
Judges to be elected. Less has been 
said, of the City~ Magistrates, ap- 
pointed _by the Mayor, or of the 
judges in the Municipal Court and 
the City Court, several of whom 
are to be elected next Tuesday. 
These are often referred to as the 
inferior courts. But they are such 
only in matters of jurisdiction. In 
real importance they might fairly 
be said to rank first in several 
ways. They are the courts in which 
the great majority of the cases af- 
fecting the masses of the people in 
New York are brought. They are 
the only courts that great numbers 
of our population know at. all. It is 
in these courts that multitudes of 











our foreign-born citizens get their 
first impression of the administra- 
tion of ‘justice in the United States. 
All this being so, it needs no argu- 
ment to show that the judges in 
these courts ought to be, in the 
first place, men well versed in the 
law, but next and even more im- 
peratively, men of character, of un- 
derstanding, of broad sympathies, 
of- special knowledge of the social 
antecedents and customs of men 
and women brought before them on 
charges, or entering their court 
rooms with complaints of having 
been wronged or cheated. 

It is unhappily the case, as the 
different bar associations and civic 
organizations like the Citizens 
Union have often pointed out, that 
too little care has been taken in 
manning these so-called inferior 
courts. Frequently places on their 
bench have been thought of purely 
as political rewards, without much 
regard for the fitness of the persons 
upon whom the favor has been be- 
stowed. This state of affairs makes 
it particularly a duty of the voters 


te scrutinize carefilly the qualifi- 


cations of the candidates in the 
various judicial districts, The list 
is not very impressive. If one were 
to look for outstanding figures, two 
at least might be mentioned who 
have had hearty endorsements of a 
non-partisan sort by men in whose 
judgment and impartiality there 
may be entire confidence. One such 
nominee for the Municipal Court in 
the First District of Manhattan is 
Mr. GRUMET, well qualified by char- 
acter, education and experience. 
For the same court in the Fifth Dis- 
trict of Manhattan; special notice is 
deserved by the Republican candi- 
date, Mr. HARRY BiJuUR. Coming of

won the support of Nationalists and 
Conservatives by his attitude on the 
debts a few years ago.

BRIAND 
was head of the French delegation 
at the Washington conference, and 
has taken part in many of the nego- 
tiations that have brought about 
the readjustment of the reparation 
settlement.

SERVANTS OF HEALTH. 

Ten thousand private physicians 
of Greater New York are uniting for 
an. intensive campaign to educate 
the public to keep its health. They 
are living proof of. the statement 
made some years ago by Dr. HARVEY 
CUSHING: “It has been a seeming 
“paradox that the medical profes- 
“ sion has so consistently. endeavored 
“to make of the world a place where 
“there is a constantly lessening 
“need for the medical.man.” Doc- 
tors ‘still find plenty of disease to 
give them battle, but the world and 
the doctors with it are feeling the 
effects of their efforts. Standards 
of public health are raised each year 
as one by one the ailments of suffer- 
ing mankind are conquered. Physi- 
cians are proud to become servants 
of public health rather than pre- 
scribers for individual ills. 

The five. County Medical. Societies 
of Greater New York are creating a 
precedent with their drive. Such 
campaigns have heretofore been con- 
ducted .by government or’ institu- 
tional bodies, The doctors are going 
to let people know, through ‘the 
radio, the press and moving  pic- 
tures, that they regard themselves 





as guardians against disease. They 
want people to realize the impor- 
tance of preventive: measures in 
maintaining health, 

A new relationship between doc- 
tors and patients is emphasized by 
the societies’ action.’ Dr. GALDSTON 
has pointed out that advertising and 
publicity for physicians are: to ‘be 
approved in this form. They are 
not individually announcing their 
readiness to cure the ills of pro- 
spective patients, for that sort of 
advertising is still against profes- 
sional ethics.. The whole body of 
physicians advertises, not for pur- 
poses of increasing personal wealth 
or reputation, but in the’ interest 
of public health. . That is their mo- 
tive in urging regular health ex- 
aminations, They hope not only to 
check incipient disease but also to 
teach the value of proper living 
in promoting better health. They 
want people to acquire the habit of 
frequent consultation when they are 
well, so that they may keep well.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


The Karolyi ‘‘case’’ 
is at last doomed to 
forgetfulness. Had it 
not. been. for the orig- 
inal refusal of the 
State Department to grant a~visa to 
this |-once famous . pseudo-radical 
Hungarian ex-nobleman, his subse- 
quéent visit to this country would 
have_-passed..unnoticed .except by..a 
handful of Hungarian conservatives 
and also radicals who dislike him. 

Count Karotyt became the first 
President’; of Hungary .after. the 
break-up of the old Dual Monarchy 
at the end of the war. In March, 
1919; he turned the government of 
his ‘céuntry over to Bara Kun and 
the Bolsheviki. A theorist, he 
never the dangerous character which 
his enemies’ proclaimed him to ‘be: 
By excluding him from this country 
the State Department made a martyr 
out of him. 

In revérsing the old cnalaiei of the 
department,:: Secretary Srrmson: ex- 
plains that conditions, not the de- 
partment’s opinions, have. changed.
